How does it happen that, despite an increase 
in pupils, the state could fully finance the Foun- 
dation Program for $2,000,000 less than would 
The answer lies 
in an increase in local contributions to school 
costs. Under the Foundation Program, districts 
must levy a school tax of $] Instead of 65 cents 
to qualify for state aid. And .the state tax com- 
mission has been requiring counties to raise 
their assessed valuations té a uniform 30 per 
cent of actual value. Higher rates plus higher 
valuations mean bigger local contributions to 
educatjon—and this, after all, was. one object 
of the Foundation Program. ‘ 

_ Yet the state’s contribution, too, has gone up. 
The $67,600,000 to be paid in state aid this year 
is an increase of an astonishing 24 per cent over 
last year. It compares with $45,000,000 a year 
paid in the previous biennium. It compares 
with grants of $27,000,000 a year a decade ago. 

So it begins to look very niuch as if, barring 
a sudden reversal of present revenue trends, no 
increase in the sales tax will be needed to assure 
100 per cent financing of the Foundation Pro- 
gram.in the public schools. Other state needs— 
for such things as higher education, hospitals, 
mental health, welfare — may conceivably 
call for new revenue. But it is comforting to 
know that state school aid under the program 
now in force probably can be financed at the 
present tax rates.

Atomic ‘Haves’ and ‘Have-Nots”. 

Opening speeches at the atoms-for-peace con- 

ference in New York indicate that the Soviet 
Union, as usual, intends to get as much propa- 
ganda mileage out of it as possible, 
_ Although Russia was one of 12 nations which 
last spring unanimously adopted a previsional 
statute for the International Atomic Energy 
Agency, now that the statute is up foprefinement 
and final approval the Soviets are professing to 
find several things wrong with it. | 

For one thing, the Russians argue that the 
proposed safeguards against diversion of nuclear 
materials to military purposes “infringe upon 
the sovereign rights of the recipient countries,” 
and are unjust because they apply only to the 
recipients, not to the countries which donate 
materials or assistance to the agency. 

That there must be safeguards is obvious. 
To this end the draft statute empowers the 
agency to send into recipient countries inspec- 
tors who shall be guaranteed access to enough 
places and persons that they can account for all 
nuclear materials supplied by the agency, It is 
difficult to see how any recipient country could 
legitimately object to such inspection. If it is 
to be assisted in developing atomic energy for 
peaceful uses, surely it should be willing to 
show that it is not secretly using that aid for 
military purposes. 

evertheless the effect of applying inspection 
to some nations as clients of the Agency and 
not to. others which have carried on their own 
atomic developnient, mostly military, might be 
to accentuate the difference between the “have” 
and “have-not” atomic powers. India, apparently 
with this in mind, is seeking to amend the stat- 
ute so that the inspection provisions will not 
develop “an unhealthy situation in which states 
receiving aid from the Agency are put into a. 
different class from those who do not go to the 
Agency for aid.” 

How. to reconcile the needs of security with 
the pride or sensitivity of the recipient nations 
may not be immediately clear, but trying to do 
so, to the satisfaction of India and other coun- 
tries in its position, should be worth while. Once 
again we are reminded that world-wide atomic 
development for peaceful purposes would be 
enormously aided if military applications could 
be brought under international control, so that 
inspection would apply to the “haves” and “have- 
nots” alike. 
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The Decline of the Quarterback 

In those dim days of long ago when we were 
young, the football quarterback was a‘hero of 
glamor and glory, more splendid even than the 
most chivalrous knight of the Round Table. He 
was the dashing field general without peer, who 
took advantage of every weakness, circumvented 
all the enemy’s strong points. 

But things are not as they were in the dim 
days of long ago; and nothing proves this more 
conclusively than the decline of the quarterback. 
He has become little more than a man who 
hands the ball to somebody who can go places. 
His flashing mind no longer surveys the field 
to find the way to victory. For years his signals 
have not been ripging across the field. Instead 
he has been obscured in the huddle, and a substi- 
tutevhas ‘comé jn to tell him what to do. 

Even ‘the profession among whom there 
would seem to be less need to guard against the 
rash mistakes of inexperience—have lost the old 
respect for him. Indeed Coach Paul Brown of 
the Cleveland Browns has equipped his quarter- 
back with a helmet containing a miniature radio 
receiver to keep the playér constantly under 
orders from the bench. This could be the ma- 
chine’s ultimate outrage against mere man. 

But if we were Mr. Brown of the Browns, we 
would walk in dread. Some day that machine 
will break down; and the pseudo-quarterback, 
utterly depending on it, will be helpless. Then 
not only glory will be lost but also the game. 
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Mr. Bader’s Further Education 
Excise Commissioner Arthur H. Bader has

told the Post-Dispatch that two tavern operators 


convicted of felonies will be cited for hearings 
on revocation of their licenses. Unfortunately, 
Commissioner Bader had to be prompted by a 
reporter. 

The law plainly says that no one convicted of 
a felony shall be issued a license to sell beer or 
liquor in a tavern. Sam Edward Garofalo plead- 
ed guilty in 1955 to gambling charges. Joseph 
John Fiorito was convicted in 1927 of carrying 
a concealed weapon. Why, then, were Garofalo 
and Fiorite permitted licenses? 

Commissioner Bader says he did not know of 
Garofalo’s conviction, and “we don’t check cir- 
cuit court records.” He adds that Fiorito got 
his license “because In 1948 he denied the con- 
viction’’—this despite the fact that Fiorito ad- 
mitted the conviction only last year when he 
was denied another tavern license. 

The state liquor control office in Jefferson 
City has just suspended 16 state tavern licenses, 
including five in St. Louis. Here is a business 
which requires constant supervision. The city’s 
licensing officials should not have to be told 
such facts of life; they ought to know them. 
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From the Fulbright Inquiry 

The digging that Senator Fulbright and his 
colleagues on the Senate Banking Committee 
have been doing in the Illinois financial scandals 
is, paying off handsomely. It is adding more 
pieces to the jigsaw puzzle picture of how 
Orville E. Hodge, as State Auditor, managed 
with the aid of a crooked banker and others to 
loot the Illinois treasury of $1,300,000. It is 
indicating the path for Illinois officials and 
grand juries to follow. And it is pointing to the 
need for corrective legislation to broaden the 
authority of the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration, which guarantees bank deposits. 

Senator Fulbright is a Democrat and the Ad- 
ministration in Illinois is Republican. But the 
evidence uncovered in the committee hearings 
in Washington is indicative enough of the need 
for broader FDIC authority that there should 
be no allegations that politics plays any part. 
The hearing also brought forth testimony that 
caused Senator Fulbright to say Hodge “might 
never have had an opportunity” to carry out 
his plans if the FDIC “had been more careful” 
in supervising certain Illinois banks. 

It is too bad that it took a scandal of this 
nature to call attention to the need for strength- 
ening the powers of the FDIC. But now that the 
need is revealed, some other state may be saved 
a similar scandal if Senator Fulbright can bring 
about the necessary legislative action to 
strengthen FDIC.

Jack Maguire in Railway Progress 


The bustle along the ballast that has 
signaled a presidential campaign for 
almost three quarters of a century may 
be missing this year. Sidetracked by 
expanded television networks, the cam- 
paign trains of yesteryear's _whistle- 
stop tours appear to have joined the 
pot-bellied depot stove as a part of 
railroading’s past. 

Today's political dispatchers seem 
bent on routing their candidates toward 
the White House via the TV studio. 

Their decision is 
not only the rail- 
road’s loss, but the 
voters’ as well, For 
the campaign spe- 
cial was a sort of 
combination Chau- 
tauqua and min- 
strel that held all 
the fascination of 
a medicine show 
along the hayseed 
circuit. 

To those aboard 
the plush ~ Pull- 
mans, however, these sleek limiteds 
were anything but gravy trains, for 
there was rarely time for anything but 
work. 


Perhaps that’s why no railroad man 
who ever had anything to do with the 
operation of campaign specials feels 
particularly morose at their disappear- 
ance. . Not only were there enorm@us 
problems of logistics and communita- 
tions involved in such a movement, but 
the candidate's lack of understanding 
of railroad operations sometimes played 
havoc with the most carefully planned 
schedule, 


Schedules, Signals and Talk 


Someone aboard the train — usually 
the candidate’s executive secretary — 
was charged with working with railroad 
officials to keep operations on some 
semblance of schedule. This usually 
consisted of some pre-arranged hand 
signals to the candidate to stop speak- 
ing so that the train could get under- 
way. 

Presidents Roosevelt and Truman 
both had a reputation with railroaders 
of being long-winded and often ig- 
nored the signals to sign off. As a re- 
sult, it was often necessary to revise 
the schedules almost daily. 


In 1952, while President Eisenhower 
was whistle-stopping through Michigan, 
the engineer got his signals mixed up 
three times in one day and pulled away 
before the Republican candidate had 
finished speaking. Each time, railroad 
men and newspaper reporters made a 
run for it, scrambling over the rear 
platform as the train gathered speed. 


Mr. Truman andthe Katy 


Sometimes even the consist of the 
train can pose a problem, as the Katy 
learned when President Truman was 
stump-speaking in the Southwest in 
1948. When a railroad receives a cam- 
paign special, it usually attaches its 
ewn diner apd lounge — a standard 
operating procedure which the Katy 
followed. All went well until the Pres- 
ident, making a tour of the train from 
his armored private car, discovered 
that the spacious lounge had replaced 
a much smaller one which had been in 
the train as it moved over another line. 
He liked it, and said so. 

This presidential compliment was 
most pleasing to the Katy passenger 
man aboard until Mr. Truman an- 
nounced that he wanted the car kept on 


- the train. So when the special moved 


onto another line, the lounge went 
along by order of the President of the 
United States. The Katy finally re- 
trieved its wandering car when another 
railroad produced a similar lounge that 
received presidential approval. 

If the consist of the train meets the 
candidate's approval, it doesn't mean 
that the allotment of space necessarily 
will. Many a division pasccnger agent 


or ‘conductor, untutored in the vagaries 
of vote-getting, has learned the hard 
way that protocol rather than practi- 
cality governs who shall ride where on 
the campaign special. 

From two to a dozen important pol- 
iticians in the state usually are taken 
aboard as the train crosses the state 
line, are housed in the Pullman next to 
the candidate’s private car and then 
dropped off at the border. 

The press corps usually occupies the 
car nearest the locomotive. Newspaper 
men admittedly regard the campaign 
special with some misgivings, although 
the majority prefer it to the chartered 
airliner jumps d@manded of them in 
the 1952 presidential race. They like 
the safety and comfort of rail travel 
and the fact that they are near the 
candidate at all times. 

But they also voice twa objections— 
one somewhat esthetic and one purely 
practical—to covering politics from a 
train. The first concerns the matter of 
baths. Until recent years (and even 
on some of the 1952 trains), rare was 
the campaign special that boasted a 
bath except in the candidate's private 
car, 


Reporting Poses Problems 


The other journalistic objection con- 
cerns the problem of communications. 
On the President’s Special rides the 
“Carroll S. Linkins,” perhaps the best- 
equipped railroad car for the press in 
the world. But on the other campaign 
specials communications can be a real 
problem. 

At whistle+tops where the candidate 
is to speak, reporters are off the train 
even before it stops in order to get a 
quick estimate of the crowd from.a lo- 
cal police officer. Then they must take 
notes on what the candidate has to Say, 
write a quick story or at least a new 
“lead” and get it to the local Western 
Union office, all.in a matter af five to 
10 minutes. 

Trying to keep up with a rigid sched- 
ule like this often results in reporters 
getting left behind. When this happens, 
there is a traditional gathering in the 
press car while a gold star is solemnly 
pasted on the campaign itinerary card 
in honor of the “departed.” . 


Mr. Lincoln on the ‘High Tron’ 


This sort of frenetic touring In search 
of votes has been an American tradi- 
tion for more or less than a century, 
depending on how you reckon its be- 
ginnings. It was in 1840 that William 
Henry Harrison, using the available 
transportation of the day, first put him- 
self on public view in the hinterlands 
for the purpose of winning support at 
the polls. 

However, it was Abraham Lincoln, 
the one-time railroad lawyer, ‘who 
brought forth on this continent in 
1860 the whistle-stop tour that was to 
become a vital part of every presiden- 
tial campaign from then on. Lincoln 
toured “to see and be seen” by the 
voters wherever there was a handy 
railroad. 

His successors on the trail to the 
White House followed his example, 
improving and perfecting it. By 1896, 
the campaign train was such a potent 
political tool that William Jennings 
Bryan, in his vain attempt to beat 
William McKinley, logged 18,009 miles 
by rail. By 1940, Wendell Willkie was 
able to roll up 30,000 miles of whistle- 
stopping along the high iron to set a 
record that = stands. 

If United tes 1 and the other pri- 
vate cars of the candidates don’t make 
“the swing around the circuit” this year, 
a new era will have dawned in Amer- 
ican politics. And the will have 
dropped, perhaps forever, on “the great- 
est show on rails.”

THE SUN AND THE SNOW. by Rodrido Rove

Of the many novels that have grown 
out of personal experience in the Sec- 
ond World War, this one is different 
because it is about the adventures of 


the Spanish Blue Division which Fran- ° 


co sent to help the Germans on the 
Eastern Front in 1941. Rodrigo Royo 
was a member of that Blue Division 
which marched over a thousand kilome- 
ters to fight in Russia because the Ger- 
man generals didn't think enough of 
their ability as combat troops to allot 
the division any transportation by rail. 
He is now covering the United Nations 
in New York as correspondent for the 
Madrid daily Arriba. 

Royo’s descriptive account of infan- 
try actions in the 50-degrees-below win- 
ter on the bank of the Volkhovy river 
near Novgorod is as graphically tough 


as anything the postwar German novel- | 


ists have written about what it was like 
to fight the Russians on snow and ice. 
The Spanish soldiers themselves are

The Blue Division was an unusual 
outfit in that it was composed almost 
entirely of intellectuals, professional 
men and university students -who had 
volunteered to fight in Russia. For ex- 
ample, Jose Luis Alonso, the leading 
figure in the story, had enlisted as an 
ordinary soldier though he had served 
as an officer in the Civil War, had held 
positions of responsibility in the Falan- 
gist Government, and was regarded as 
an “outstanding political figure of the 
younger generation.” There were many 
others like him. 

The main strength of the novel is the 
sensitive realism of its portrayal of 
these Spanish soldiers at war, but there 
is also a secondary plot which has to 
do with the operations of the Commuv- 
nist agents behind the Spanish lines. 
These agents were selected from the 
5000 Spanish boys and girls who were 
brought to the Soviet Union and trained 
by the NKVD while still in their teens, 
for later service in the Latin-American 
countries. Jose Luis’s brother, Santia- 
go, who had joined the Communists at 
the beginning of the Spanish Civil War, 
turns up as an NKVD guerrilla general. 

For its insights into an interesting 
but little-knéwn aspect of the war in 
Russia, it is a worthwhile’and smoothly 
readable novel.

“It also is supported by the 
recent strengthening of demand 
pressures geperally and by the 
inflationary tendencies in the 
industrial sector. 

“The fact that it seemed de- 
sirable, to retard the supply of 
money by increasing interest

lagging meant that the effects 
of this policy on an industry 
already in some difficulty need- 
ed to be considered with great 
care.

The Defense Department's 
specifications call for a 1500- 
milé range for the intermediate 
range ballistic missile and a 
5000-mile range for the inter- 
continental ballistic missile. 

The first Army test did not 
necessarily involve an attempt 
to reach the full 1500-mile 
range, although the device pre- 
sumably traveled much farther 
than any previous American- 
made ballistic weapon. The 
Army currently has the “Red- 
stone” ballistic missile, with a 
range of about 200 miles. 


The Army is working jointly 
with the Navy in the “Jupiter” 
intermediate range missile pro- 
ject with the Chrysler Corp. as 
the primary contractor. 

The Air Force is understood 
to plan for an initial test firing 
of its “Thor” intermediate range 
ballistic missile sometime after 
October.

None of 
the five now deals with Granite 


City Steel, it was brought out, 
though some have sold scrap to 
Luria Brothers.

Pleasant Way to Help 
‘Keep Missouri Green’

MAIN BUSINESS on the agenda was a discussion of 
progress of the “Keep Missouri Green” movement 
which was launched last spring and is gaining impetus. 
But Leo Drey had decided that this perfect September 
day was too fine a thing to spend in a stuffy office, so 
he had planned a barbecue down at the Randolph 
Hole on Current river, some 30 miles south. This is 
a beautiful spot in the river valley below Round 
Spring where Leo has preserved a stand of magnif- 
icent specimens of virgin white oak which includes 
some of the largest trees in the state. Moreover, to 
reach this spot which lies several miles off Highway 
19 in Shannon county, one traverses the Conservation 
Commission’s stand of virgin pine that borders this 
road. .

BEFORE STARTING OUT, however, I'd like to tell 
of a couple of interesting things we saw in Drey’s 
office. There were cross-sections cut from the stumps 
of very large trees and on one of these—a white oak 


—the rings had been counted and then marked with © : 


small tags to show the progress of growth. The acorn 
from which this tree grew probably. sprouted in the 
spring of 1720, the year lead was discovered in the 
Potosi area and brought the first white man to set- 
tle in what is now Missouri. Thereafter this husky 
youngster grew peacefully while our nation was being 
born, watched the coming of the fur trappers and the 
earliest settlers, heard vague rumors of the Civil War, 
saw the long rafts of railroad ties float by on the Cur- 
rent river and, in the end, fulfilled its destiny of sery- 
ing man. 
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' STILL ANOTHER tree section—this one of a big 
pine—told a different story which is even more impor- 
tant to today’s forest management. This tree was 
about 90 years old when it was harvested; and at the 
outside were eight huge rings indicating a growth of 
néarly two inches per year in the djameter of the tree 
for this period. Counting back through the rings, it 
was evident that the tree had grown almost as much 
in diameter—and much more than this in volume of 
saw-lumber—during its last eight years as in the pre- 
ceeding 80 years. Nor was the reason for this phenom- 
enal growth hard to find. Some eight years ago a “re- 
lease cutting’ was made in this part of the forest, by 
which is meant the removal of other trees which were 
competing with the pine for nutrients from the soil, 
moisture and sunlight. With this removal of compe- 
tition, the pine had made its tremendous “shoot” up- 
ward and outward. Later we were discussing this with 
our friend Buck Hornkohl of the United States Forest 
Service. And he told us that on the basis of his many 
years of experience in the Missouri forest, he is con- 
vinced that this removal of old cull trees and brushy 
species is the most important single practice that can 
be used to improve the stands and increase tree growth 
in the forests of the Ozarks. Along with fire preven- 
tion and grazing control, the Forest Service allocates 
every cent it can to timber stand improvement (which 
it designates TSI) and ts repaid many times in in- 
creased growth and yield.

THE TRAIL from Highway 19 down to the Randolph 
Hole on Current river hasn't improved an iota in the 
30 years I've known it. Leo led the way along the 
ridges and up and down the hollows and Ginhie and I 
followed, having no trouble with the turn-offs because 
of the blinding cloud of dust he raised. Modern cars 
aren't made for this sort of work but from long ex- 
perience I kept our car balanced on the high ridges 
and avoided most of the rocks and stumps. George 
White, coming behind us, wasn’t so lucky and finally 
ended up with a big hole in his oil pan. But he ra- 
dioed for help and soon came rolling in with one of 
his foresters who'd picked up the call. This fellow 
turned out to be our old friend Thoris Balch who was 
raised at Welch Cave on the head of Current river 


' where we used to fish for rainbows and who has 


guided for us on many a bass-fishing expedition since 
then. There’s a good story about Thoris and his dad 
that I'll tell some day, but meanwhile we were glad 
to see him, learn he was living in Summersville and 
that his two youngsters are both going to college. 
Down at the river’s edge we found Ed Woods, presi- 
dent emeritus of the Karkagny Club, top forester and 
one of the best woods cooks to be found anywhere. On 
one fire hung a big black kettle of boiling fat into 
which Russ was putting the French fried potatoes, On 
another, a dozen and a half T-bone steaks were being 
placed above the coals. On still a third was a huge 
coffee pot. A long table was heaped with bowls of 
potato salad, cold tomatoes and other provender. Soon 
everybody had a heaping plate and fell to with a will; 
agreeing this was a fine place to hold a “Keep Mis- 
sourl Green” meeting.

And Wisdom

‘Bring’ and ‘Take.’ 
ANY more persons than you 
might think worry about the 
use and misuse of words. 

If you have wondered whether 
the words you use and the way 
you use them cause others to 
question your education or 


breeding—well, you have plenty | 


of company. Each day's mail 
brings evidence of readers seri- 
ously concerned lest real or fan- 
cied slips in grammar and word 
usage may cause embarrassment 
for them. 


Here, for instance, is a letter 
from an Oakland (Calif.) reader 
who says: “I hesitate to broach 
this topic for fear of shocking 
you with my ignorance of the 
English language. However, I 
find that I am not the only one 
—perhaps I should say the only 
American — guilty of making 
this error of speech. When I 
make this error, my British hus- 
band and our British friends 
always catch it. But Americans 
never seem to notice this ‘boob’ 
—Wwhich must be either due to 
indifference or to not knowing 
the difference themselves. 


“I refer to the words ‘bring’ 
and ‘take.’ I confess to contin- 
ually saying ‘I shall bring this 
to the mothers.’ I am told I 
should say, ‘I shall take this... .’ 

“Trying to remember my early 
school days, the difference in 
the meanings of the two words 
was never drilled upon. Hence, 
lack of knowing the right word 
and, now, force of habit puts 
me into this embarrassing pre- 
dicament, Do you think I and 
my friends are merely igno- 
rant?” 


From the way she expressed 
her problem, I should certainly 
say that “ignorance” is not the 
reader's failing. Rather it is 
that the distinction between 
“bring” and “take” was not em- 
phasized in her schooling and 
as a result she—like all too 
many of her fellow Americans— 
doesn't observe the distinction 
today. 

Simply put, here’s the differ- 
ence. “Bring” means to trans- 
port, carry or lead a thing from 
a distance to the place where 
the speaker is. Thus you would 
say, “Bring the flowers in from 
the garden, so I can arrange 
them for the table.” But “take” 
implies transporting something 
away from the place where the 
speaker is. So, you'd say, “Now 
take the flowers over to Aunt 
Betsy in the hospital.”

His eyes sparkled, ha had bounce and 
enthusiasm: he was an unusually fine example of what early 
retirement can do for some people. I recall dozens of 
patients whom I have advised to retire early. Before making 
the move, most people ask their doctor’s advice. Especially, 
if he has been friend as well as doctor over the years. They 
hesitate to make the decision which they all cali a “momen- 
tous one”—which it is. 

Some fear the loss of income to which they have been 
accustomed. Others haven't got the “nerve” to tell their 
friends: they say, “I know everybody will say I'm crazy 
to quit so early.” Still others wonder whether they will be 
bored doing nothing. And, of course, there are those who 
are actually frightened. They have heard that early retire- 
ment is often an actual death sentence. 

One cannot give blanket advice that will comfortably 
eover everybody. Each individual requires a tailor-made 
answer. A “yes” for you might be the correct answer; your 
neighbor might need a “no.” 

In a general way, here is how I think about retirement. 
I beileve in early retirement. Early may mean 45 for you 
and 60 for your friend who lives around the corner. It 
depends upon the person you are. Upon your hobbies, your 
finances, your resiliency, your ability to make new friends 
(which most are better able to do than they realize).

There are no canal lockkeep- 
ers in any of the Business and 
Professional Women’s Clubs in 
the St. Louis area but it would 
not cause more than a mild 
ripple of interest were one to 
apply. Members of the B. & P. 
W., as they’re more familiarly 
known, are used to finding out 
their feminine companions sup- 
ervise excavating and contract- 
ing firms, do detective and pro- 
bation work, or operate a truck 
company. 

These women of uncommon 
abilities all have a common 
aim, the promotion of the in- 
terests of business and profes- 
sional women. Tonight, in ob- 
servation of National Business 
Women’s Week, four of its St. 
Louis organizations — the St. 
Louis, South-Side, Norco and 
St. Louis County B. & P. W.— 
will join forces for their first 
participation event, a banquet 
at Hotel Chase.

For a quick impression of 
the changing world of business 
women, you need only scan 
the names and occupations in 
the roster of any of the B.&P.W, 
clubs.

Painting Radiators. 

INTER is not a good time 
Wi. paint a radiator because 

the radiator is hot and 
summer is not a good time for 
this project because there are 
too many better things to do. 
This leaves late spring and 
early fall. Spring has long 
since passed so it’s either this 
fall or next year. 


The best and easiest way to 
paint a radiator is to discon- 
nect it from the pipes and move 
it out far enough from the 
walls so that all sides can be 
easily reached. If you should 
have a hot water system you 
should first lower the level of 
the water in the system below 
the radiator that is to be dis- 
connected. With any type of 
radiator, put rags under the 
pipes where they are discon- 
nected as there will be’a small 
amount of water caught in the 
pipes or radiator.

is in good condition you simply 
have to wipe it clean and apply 
a fresh coat of paint. Use either 
a radiator enamel or a regular 


flat wall paint thinned with one 
half pint of turpentine to each 
quart of paint. If the old finish 
is rough where coats of paint 
have been applied over areas 
where the old paint had chipped 
off, it’s best to remove the old 
paint and start off fresh. A 
torch or paste paint remover 
is good for removing the old 
paint. 

A radiator should never be 
painted with a metallic paint 
such as bronze or aluminum as 
this reduces the heat output. 
If you have a radiator so 
painted, simply wipe the sur- 
face clean and overcoat the 
metallic paint with a radiator 
enamel or flat paint. It is not 
necessary to remove the me- 
tallic paint. Once the enamel or 
flat paint has covered over the 
metallic paint, the heating effi- 
ciency of the radiator will be 
back to normal. The best color 
paint to use on a radiator is the 
same as the wall against which 
the radiator rests is painted. 
This helps make the radiator 
less conspicuous.

Keep your trunk erect, your 
knees stiff, and reach as far 
in each direction as you can 
with both your leg and arm. 
Continue for a while. Then turn 
your right side to the wall and 
do the same thing with your left 
leg and arm. 


It is easier to get going on 
this one if you assume the po- 
sition of the leg forward and 
the arm back—think what you 
are going to do next and then 
go ahead. Be sure to reach 
up with your arm so that you 
feel the pull at the waistline. 


The following exercise is ex- 
cellent for the hips, thighs and 
abdomen. Take the same posi- 
tion with the left side toward 
the wall and the left hand on 
the wall. Now lift the right 
leg forward with a stiff knee. 
Move it sideward and then 
back. Bring it down to place. 
In other words, make large cir- 
cles with your right leg. After 
a while turn the right side to 
the wall and do the same thing 
with your left leg. Make the 
circles as large as possible.
